GLASS MANUFACTURERS IN SESSION. 


Close Down Jane I— the New 
Plant for Chicago. 


About sixty factories belonging to the Na- 
wonal Association were represented at a 
meeting of window-giass manufacturers at 
the ‘Auditorium Hotel yesterday. All tae 
leading factories of the United States were 
represented, while the large factory at Pitts- 
burg sent four of the owners—Messrs. C.

A. Chambers. The object of the meeting 
was toconsider the advisability of closing 
the biasts June 1 in place of allowing them 
to continue until a month later as is customa- 
ry.

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EXPLOSION IN THE RIALTO, - 


Fortunate Escape of Two Men Who Were 
Present at the Time. 

Shortly arter 8 o’vlock last night an ex- 
plosion of gas occurred in the Rialto Build- 
ing, Van Burén street ana Pacific avenue, 
which fortunately resulted in injuring no 
one, though it was violent enough to shatter 
a partition wall, doors, and windows, and 
loud enough to be heard blocks away. The 
explosion took place in Room #03 and 404 on 
the fourth floor of the building.

Smelling the strong 
odor of gas he looked for the ieak and found 
it in the partition wall which divides his 
room from No. 404, which is the commission 
office of E. B. Stron On touching a match 
to the lenk a sm flame appeared. He 
quickly extinguished it by putting his hand 
over the little orifice m tne wall and called 
the janitorof the building, Martin Kellv. In 
order to point out the exact spot he lit anotner 
match and he had no sooner placed it in front 
of tne leak than the explosion occurred. Mr. 
Reynolds and the janitor were huried across 
tne room and around them and on top of 
them fella shower of bricks, mortar, and 
splinters, The partition was demolisned and 
tne windows and doars were shattered. 

The shock of the explosion was heard 
blocks away, rattled o windows of the 
Grand Pacific Hotel, frightened its guests, 
and quickly gathered a crowd. A still alarm 
was turned in, but as there was no fire the 
services of the firemen were unnecessary.

GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDS 


How the River Dredging Will Be Done. 

According to the officers of the Department of 
Public Works this year’s river dredging will be 
an inadeguate sort of affair. Se 
Purdy says that in round figures ething like 
$170,000 was asked for, but only about $70,000 was 
allowed. The result will be that the river bot- 
tom will be cleaned up only in those places that 
need it most—around the draws, for example. 
The published total of the bids opened Tuesday— 
neighboring $165,000—represents the cost of the 
entire job, and the actual accomplishment of the 
year will fall just as short of the entire job as 
the appropriation is short of the sum asked for. 

The three bidders were Fitz-Simons & Connell, 
the Green Dredging company. and the Chicago 
Dredging ana Dock company. They entered 
separate bids on the sections into which -the 
river was divided. Fitz-Simons & Connell asked 
86 cents per cubic yard regardless of location; 
tne Green company’s bids ran from 24 cents‘ to 
40 cents in differént sections, and the Chicago’s 
ranged from 26 cents to 89 cents. The Green 
company secured seven sections, the Chicago 
company two, end Fitz-Simons & Connell two. 

“ The intention,“ said Mr. Mead of the depart- 
ment, is of course to dredge sufficiently to keep 
the river at a uniform depth of sixteen feet, and 
our estimates were made at, that basis. With 
our limited appropriation. however, we will not 
be able to do this. The contractors will simply 
dredge where they are ordered, and will receive 
the rate per cubic yard of their bids until the 
money is exhausted.” _

Some 
of the members of the lodge want to com- 
pel the deiegates from San Francisco and 
all over the Union to make an annual 
pilgrimage to New York. They do not seem 
to understand that the order is National and 
not local. So they conspire to get certain 
members of the order to begin proceedings 
restraining other members of the order 
from doing their duty as ordered 
by the Grand Lodge; that is, Louis Men- 
del has Arthur Moreiand restrained 
from taking the seal of the grand lodge of 
the State. But a State court cannot pronibit 
the grand lodge from meeting. Indeed, it is 
a rule of law that secret society matters are 
to be governed exclusively by the grand 
lodge, if there be such a thing in the order. 
They may keep their seal if they want 
to. As soon as I heard of what they had 
done I went and had another grand seal 
made and appointed Mr. John W. White of 
Jevne's grocery Grand Secretary pro tem., 
and we have deen attending to 0»busi- 
‘ness all right. The Grand Lodge 
will meet in Cleveland in July 
and the result will be that unless the New 
York lodge minds its eye it will be expeiled 
for good and all, and may never get back 
again. There are members of this lodge who 
are opposed to the course the others have 
taken. They will be admitted to fellowship 
on the presentation of a disclaimer that 
they had anything to do with the coutuma- 
cious and disorderly doings of their lodge. I 
saw a New York member today and he was 
most anxious that he shouid not lose the 
privileges of the order.

It is a significant fact, which should not be 
without its weight at Washington, that at 
such a large and representative gathering of 
leading politicians as this not one word was 
said wh even a desperate newspaper ad- 
vocate %f higher tariff taxes could torture 
into an approval of the McKinley bill. Dead 
silence was kept on that subject by those who 
spoke and those who wrote. They were all 
for protection pecause that is orthodox Re- 
publican doctrme, but none for McKinleyism 
as set forth in his committee’s bill to increase 
duties on the necessaries of life. The meet- 
ing was a public one, but had any member 
been in sympathy with McKinley’s scheme 
for the benefit of monopolists the presence of 
the reporters would not have kept him from 
saying so. But the knowledge that what 
they said would be reported may well have 
deterred many from expressing their un- 
friendly sentimeuts regarding it. 

Senator Cullom in bis letter said: “We 
will revise the tarift laws, which could not 
be done under Democratic rule except on the 
basis of free trade.“ The revision which he 
contemplates is clearly one which lowers 
rather than raises the duties on the peo- 
ple of Illinois, but does not make the sweep- 
ing cut the Democrats would if in control of 
the matter. Evidentiy he is not for the Mc- 
Kinley bill as it stands. Nor is Senator Far- 
well, for he lays down certain fundamental 
propositions which are grossly violated by 
that bill.

Col. A. C. Matthews sought to allay any 
disaffection on the subject of the McKinley 
bill by intimating that it was by no means 
certain it would pass.

Read in the statute books what it has 
done.” In other words: “Do not worry 
about the McKinley bill.“ That was a 
significant hint. That scheme will first 
be discussed generally, according to the pro- 
gram, for eight days.

After the bili has 
finally passed the House, after two weeks’ 
discussion, it will go to the Senate and will 
be referred to a committee which will report 
it back with many amendments. That the 
bill will pass the Senate as it leaves the 
House no one believes. After the Senators 


- have discussed and altered it it will go back 


to the other wing of the Capitol, some 
amendments will be non-concurred in, and 
the matter will get into the hands of a com- 
mittee of conference. In what shape it will 
emerge from them who can tell? Therefore 
it is not wise for Republicans to proceed on 
the assumption that anything like the Mc- 
Kinley bill as submutted to the House will be- 
come a law. 

It is apparent that the proceedings of the 
Illinois Republican conference will not be 
pleasant reading for Maj. McKinley and his 
associates who are intent on increasing the 
duties on the necessaries of life. Notwith- 
standing the labors of his Chicago organ, 
whose only fault with his bill was that its 
taxes were not high enough, not one Repub- 
tiéan could be induced to stand up and say 
that he favored the McKinley bill, or thought 
it would make good fightmg ground for the 
fall campaign. Not one of them defended it 
or apologized for it, or intimated that he 
wanted it passed. It wasapublic meeting, 
and on such an occasion usually devoted to 
hurrahing and glorification of party issues, 
but it was not deemed wise to dwell on pos- 
sible blunders and sad disasters that migut 
follow its adoption.

THE GERMAN EMPEROR’S SPEECH. 

It will be generally acknowledged that the 
young Emperor of Germany acquitted him- 
self with great dignity and with remarkable 
tactin his opening of the Reichstag Tues- 
day. 
ly devoted to two topics, but thése two top- 
ics are the burning questions in Europe just 
now. So far as labor is concerned the Em- 
peror’s suggestions are wise and statesman- 
like and indicate tnat the socialistic successes 
have not embittered him, as has been al- 
leged, but, on the other hand, that he is 
moving steadily forward in the matter of 
workingmen’s rights, particularly as to Sun- 


day rest, woman and child labor, and pro- 


tection of workingmen against danger, unin- 
fluenced by the Socialists on the one hand 
or the fruitless resuite of the recent Interna- 
tional Labor Conference on the ocher. All 
his utteranceson the labor problem, indeed, 
show that he is in, active sympathy with the 
workingmen, and that it existing laws are 
not sufficient to solve the problem he is in 
favor of additional legislation to meet all 
their reasonable and justitiable demanas. 

As to the second great topic, the for- 
eign relations of the Empire, the Emperor 
follows closely on the lines of the old policy 
of his grandfather and Bismarck Like 
them he would cultivate alliances for de- 
fense and would protect peace by increasing 
and strengthening the army. Then follows a 
hint of the customary Army bull, calling for 
an increased appropriation and astrengthen 
ing of the army to correspond with the mili- 
tary increase of other Powers, equally desir- 
ous of peace! Evidently there is no immedi- 
ate hope of relief from military taxation for 
Germany, but this was a foregone conclus.-n, 
and will always remain so until there is a 
general movement for disarmament and in- 
ternational arbitration. As a whole the 
speech is an auspicious one and will be likely 
to give universal satisfaction. 


THE “ORIGINAL PACKAGE” DOCTRINE. 

So far from inypiving anything novel the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court in the 
original package case presents merely one 
phase of a question which has been the subject 
of the hardest legal battles ever fought in the 
tribunal of last resort at Wasnington. In 1827 
Chief Justice Marshall pronounced invalid a 
law of Maryland which put a license tax on 
importers of foreign goods who sold the 
same in the bale or package in which they 
were received. The ground taken was that 
Congress alone had authority over the goods 
so long as they retained che character of im- 
ports, and a State law could not nverate on 
them until they were taken fror tue original 
packages and offered for sale at retail. The 
Chief Justice remarked that the same rule 
would apply to commerce between the States. 
Only one Judge dissented from the decision. 

Marsbali’s doctrine as to the paramount 
and exclusive authority of Congress over for- 
eign and inter-State commerce remained un- 
shaken until he died and was succeeded on 
the bench by Taney, afterwards of Dred 
Scott memory. A New York law which re- 
quired masters of vessels engaged in foreign 
and inter-State commerce to furnish lists of 
passengers and make certain reports to State 
officiais had been attacked as being in reality 
a regulation of commerce, not an exercise of 
police power by the State. After the first 
argument, but before the decision, Chief 
Justice Marshall died and Taney was appoint- 
ed in his place, and this made a second hear- 
ing necessary. The court sustained the New 
York law but Justice Story dissented and in 
bis opinion stated that Marshall had agreed 
with him that the statute was unconstitu- 
tional. Ten years later the Marshall doctrine 
received a second heavy blow in the deter- 
mination of the “license cases” from 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, and Rhode 
Island. These cases involved in different 
forms the question of the importation and 
ale in violation of local law of liquors 
brought from other States. Chief Justice 
Taney did not attack directly the doctrine 
laid down by Marshall as to the exclusive 
power of Congress over inter-State commerce, 
but sought to limit and construe it away by 
holding that it was dormant uatil embodied 
in legislation, and that so long as Congress 
declined to act the States were free to reg 
late commerce between themselves. Hence 
in the case where the defendant bought a 
barrel of gin in Boston and took it to New 
Hampshire and sold it in bulk Taney held 
that he was properly convicted under the 
State law in the absence of a National stat- 
ute on the subject. The other Judges used 


additional arguments and dwelt particularly 


on the assertion that control of the liquor 
traffic must be regarded as an exercise of 
police power rather than a regulation 
of commerce, but they all united with 
Taney in upholding the State laws. 


| While the Judges differed in their reason- 


ing were tuanimousin the conclusion 
that State laws against the sale of im- 
ported liquor in the original package were 
valid, In 1849 the same general question be- 
tween State and Federal authority was up 
again in a case appealed from New York.

It is remarkable that in its ‘* osetilations 


and perturbations” over this question the 
Federal Supreme Court has never announced 


the National doctrine without having the ap- 
proval of two or more Democratic Justices. 
The State sovereignty doctrine has rarely 
been held to consistently except where it was 
associated with siavery. Wayne of Georgia 
and Catron of Tennessee voted on the Su- 
preme bench in 1847 to sustain the paramount 
and exclusive authority of Congress over 
inter-State commerce, and Fuller and Lamar 
give alle to the same doctrine in 1890 
and help to overturn the conclusion reached 
under Taney’s presidency. It is a curious 
phase of the conflict between National and 
State sovereignty that it has caused the 
practical reversal of the former ruling of the 
Supreme Court on the “original package” 
question. 


THE POLITICAL COMPLEXION OF CHICAGO, 
Senator Farwell says in his letter read at 
the meeting of the State Central Committee: 


The main contest will be in Chicago. It goes 
alternately ublican and Democratic, but 1 
affirm without fear of successful contradiction 
that there are more Republican than Democratic 
voters in Chicago. for our party has always been 
defeated by disseasions in our own ranks and by 
business transactions like those lately discov- 
ered in the Twenty-fourth Ward. 


The first sentence is correct, but the last 
one is not absolutely so, for it ignores causes 
which have had quite as much to do with Re- 
publican defeats in this city as frauds or dis- 
sensions. : 

As the Senator knows, a large proportion 
of the voters of this city are of the artisan 
class. The Republican party once had its 
fair share of them, but during the last three 
or four years they have been falling off from 
it simply because they thought tariff taxes 
were too high—so high that they were more 


hurt by them as consumers than helped by 


them as producers. In 1854 the city gave for 
Biaine 51,420 votes to 48,530 for Cleveland, or 
2,890 majority. Blaine lost some votes on the 
tariff question, though the issue was not 
sharply made, but he gained more by person- 
al popularity than he lost on the tariff issue. 

But in 1888 Chicago gave Harrison only 
60,102 votes to 63,706 for Cleveland, or 3,604 
majority. There were no dissensions that 
year. The party could not have been more 
united. If any fraud was committed its ex- 
istence has never been hinted at Presuma- 
bly there was but little. The tariff ques- 
tion, however, was directly before the peo- 
ple. It was the Senate bill versus the Mills 
bill. Phe former, while lowering the duties 
on many articles, raised them on too many. 
The Mills bill, though swarming with gross 
defects, made a great many reductions. The 
latter, with all its demerits, had the most 
friends in. Chicago after a well-fought can- 
vass, If the Senate bill had pleased the 
workingmen Harrison would have swept the

Tue Congressional — 8 the 
verbatim report of the discussion in the 
House on tne International Copyright bill 
clearly shows that the credit for the defeat 
of this pernicious measure on the floor of 
the House principally belongs to Mr. Hopkins 
and Judge Payson of tne IIlinois delegation. 
After settling upon the time to be allowed,

The coal miners of this State have hit upon 
a plan to reduce tue extent of the strike tor 


an advancein pay and the introduction of 


the eight-hour system. The fears of a strike 


of all the coal miners in Ilunois, numbering 


about 25,000, are thus allayed. 


Several officers of the United Mine-Work- 
ers of America are in the city endeavoring 
to bring about a. settlement of the strike 


which is now in progress all over tne Nortb- 
Tne men are J. B. 
Rae, President of the organization; Patrick 
McBride, a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee; William Scaife, President of the 
Twelfth District, aud David Ross of tte Illi- 
nois Executive Committee. They called on a 
number of representatives of the Northern 
Illinois mines in this city and paved the way 


tor a settlement. 


This move grew out. of the recent confer- 


ence of minérs and operators in Chicago. 


Tue discussion there developed tbat the 
northern operators were at the mercy of the 
southern. In the Southern Iiinois miaes 
wages are low and mining is comparatively 


easy and more productive. The consequence 


is tnat the southern operators can undersell 
the northern at the latter's own mines. The 
miners in the southern part of the State are 
not organized and have no understanding 
with their co-laborers in the North by which 
a uniform rate of wages or a scaie—takin 
due account of the material advantages o 
some mines over others—can be arranged. 

The Northern operators declared at the 
late con venuon that they would grant an in- 
crease if the Southern operators would do 
likewise, The miners concluded that a strike 
ia the Nortnern mines could avail them noth- 
ing as lopg as the Southern mines kept at 
work. Hence their first efforts are directed 
towards organizing the Southern miners. 
Atter they snali have been orgaaized an ef- 
fort will be made to compel the Southern 
operators to grant the demands of the men. 
The miners lieve chat it would be an ad- 
vantage to them to have the Nor nern mines 
in operation if the Southern mines 
should shut down, because the latter would 
suffer more severely from the competition 
than if all the mines were idle. 

The cOmmittee of miners is endeavoring to 
get the conseat of the Northern operators to 
an agreement which reads as follows: 

The party of the first part agrees thatif, at 
any time during the year ending May 1. 1891, 
there should be a general advance paid for min- 
ing coal in the Northern Illmois coal fields, or 
should a general advance in the price of mining 
be made in Southern Illinois and other 
mining districts with which the coal 
of the party of the first part has to com- 
pete in the general market, the price 
of mining and of day wae will be advanced so 
as to make the price paid for miemg and for in- 
side and outside labor respectively equivalent to 
the highest price paid for such labor in such 
competing Mining districts, 

This settlement would put to work about 
12,000 men who are now idie in the Northern 
lilinois coal fields, thus reducing the contin- 
gent of possible strikers in tne coal mines of 
this State to about 13,000 instead of 25,000. 


SURRENDERING TU THE CARPENTERS 


Uld “ Bosses” Signing the New Agreement 
—Coat of the Strike. 

The twenty-three unions represeented in 
the Carpenters’ Council yesterduy ratified 
the settlement made for them by the Arbi- 
trating Board. 

Immediately @ rush for work began. At 
the headquarters of the Boss Carpenters’ 
and Builders’ Association in Club-Room No. 
4 of the Grand Pacific Hote! and at th® room 
of the G@irpenters’ Council contractors came 
pouring in looking for men. The arrange- 
ment is that before a unton man can work 
for a boss?’ the latter must sign au abridged 
form of the contract of settlement. This is 
reguited of members of the new ‘“ bosses’”’ 
association ds well as of others. 

The headquarters of the new association 
will be at the Grand Pacific Hoteltoday. At 
a meeting at No. 116 Fifth avenue this even- 
ing new headquarters will de selected. 

About 250 contractors signed the agree- 
Probably 100 of them 
were not members of the Boss Carpenters’ 
and Buuders“ Association, but most of them 


promised to join. Four contractors of con- 


siderable prominence in the oid Master Car- 
penters’ Association signed the agreement. 
They were E. P. Wilce & Co., the assignee of 
the O. J. L. Meyer company, Carl Pauiee, 
and George Parker & Son. They employ 
about 800 men. The average tor the 250 who 
signed was stated to be twenty, but that fig- 
ure is too high, At any rate, it appears to be 
assured that 4,000 men will be at work Satur- 
day or Monday. 

hat the effect of the settlement will be 
on the old Master Carpenters’ Association 
cannot be told till after their regular meet- 
ing this evening. President Goldie suid yes- 
terday that there was nothing in the settle- 
ment that the men could not have obtained 
from the old bosses; there was no reason 
why every contractor should not sign it. 

Now that the strike is settied the carpen- 
ters talk. more freely, and it appears that the 
assistance so frequentiy promised by the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiu- 
ers and the American Federation of Labor 
never was sent. The strike benefitof 65 a 
week per capita which the National Execu- 
tive of the Brotnerhood of Carpenters was 
bound, under the constitution of that body, 
to send after sanctioning the strike never 
lett the office in Philadelphia. At this there 
is great indignation among the men in Chi- 
cago, and an emissary bas gone to Philadei- 
phia to interview P. J. McGuire, the Na- 
tional Secretary, about the matter. 

A comparison of figures will show about 
what the journeymen have gained or lost by 
the strike merely in a financial way. What 
the loss to the city has ,been can only be esti- 
mated, The strikers themselves put it at 


000,000. 

The number of strikers is put, in round 
numbers, at 7,000. They struck April 7. It 
may be assumed that all will return to work 
Monday. The strike, then, lasted five weeks, 
or thirty working days. The strikers rep 
resent, according to the usual basis of four 
persons to one breadwinner, 28,000 persons, 
all of nom are affected by the losses of the 
men. Before the strike the men were work- 
ing eight, nine, or ten hours, mostly eight. 
Taking a view favorable to the strikers, they 
worked eight hours and received on an 
average $2.25 a day, or 28 cents an hour. 
Their wages were $15,750 a day. During the 
thirty days they would have earned, at the 
old rate, $472, Little’ assistance was 
asked by the strikers. About 1,500 received 
amounts mtg ion +4. 

How long will it take to make up this loss 
of $472,500? : 

Tue men are to get 35 cents an hour up to 
Aug. 1 and cents thereafter. Up to 
August they willearn at the rate of eight 
hours a day 56 cents a day more than at the 
old rates. There willbe twelve weeks less 
two days between next Monday and Aug, 
1, or sixty-four working days. 10 that time 
the men will earn $35.84 apiece more than 
they would have received at the old rates, or 
a total of $250,920. That leaves a loss of 
$221,580 to be made up after Aug. 1, when tne 
rate will be 373g cents an hour, or 91¢ cents 
more than at the old rate. At that figure 
7,000 men would, in a day of eight hours, earn 
$5,320 more than at the old rate. It wouid 
take forty-one and one-haif days to make up 
tne remaining 21, 580, or from Aug. 1 to

ore t. therefore, the wages in 
excess of the old $2.25 a day will go toward 
making up the loss caused by the strike, and

LOSS BY THE SINGER COMPANY’S FIRE. 


Estimated That It Will Reach One Million 
Dollars. 

New York, May 7.—[Svecial.]—It it now 
estimated that the loss by the Singer Sewing 
Machine company’s fire at Elizabethport, N. 
J., last night will reach $1,000,000; $750,- 
000 is thesactual loss upon buildings and ma- 
chinery destroyed or damaged, and $250,000 
an indirect loss by the stoppage of business. 
The company has a system of insurance of 
its Own, and the loss is weil covered. 
Twenty millions of needles were destroyed, 
and the loss on these alone is $180,000. 

The fire was discovered in the machine de- 
partment on the fourth floor of the main 
building about 11:15 o’clock by Watchman 
Requer. The attachment department is near 
the tower. The flames shot up with surpris- 
ing rapidity, aud in a few minutes the entire 
tower and the fourth or top floor were envel- 
oped in leaving flame. atchman Requer 
lost his presence of mind when he saw the 
flames eating their way so rapidly through- 
out the building, and it was sometime before 
an alarm was sent out. In the meantime the 
flames got a destructive grip on the buildin 
and spread from one floor to another as if 
the woodwork had been saturated with Oil. 
The muddy condition of the streets leading 
to the burning factory prevented the fire 
engines from reaching the scene until the 
flames Were beyond control. It was soon 
evident that no power would save 
the main building and attention was 
directed to saving the adjoining buildings, 
and this was partially accomplished. in an 
hour the main building wasin ashes. It had 
afrontage of 300 feet on First street, oppor 
site Singer Park. It was ot briek and fou- 
stories in height. On the fourth floor was 
the attachment department. The second 
and third floors were used as -stock-rooms. 
While the fire did no damage to the working 
department buildings the employés of those 
departments will have to suspend work until 
a new building is erected or a place found for 
the needie and attachment department.

He had not been 
in his usual good health for. some time, and 
his increasing years and consequent weak- 
ness were the source of some alarm to

HIS LAST WORDS. 

Dr. Cummings died quietly. His last 
words were spoken the night before, when 
he said to Dr. Brayton: “Has my record 
—_- good one It will be accepted, will it 
not 

From that time he was unable to speak. He 
recognized his family and remained conscious 
up to the moment of his deatn. The cause 
of his death is ascribed to general debility 
and heart-failure, induced by a fatty growth 
and lack of nutrition for the muscles of the 
heart. 

Dr. Cummings was 74 years of age. One 
week ago he decided to discontinue active 
work in the college and gave up his classes. 
He continued as its President, however, and 
only gave up class work for a period of much 
needed rest. His death was the more of a 
surprise as he was generaily looked upon as 
atypical specimen of hardy manhood, 22 
over six feet in height and seemingly o 
sturdy and robust health. 

The news reached the professors in charge 
of the University classes immediately and 
all exercises were at once suspended. At 12 
m. the faculty, student and friends met in 
ine chapei h After reading the Soript- 
ures, song, and prayer the College Associa- 
tion convened and appointed committees to 
make arrangements for the part tne stu- 
dents will take in the public service. All 
exercises of the college except the daily as- 
sembling at chapel will be suspended until 
after the ee will probably be 
held in the First E. Church at 2 p. m. Fri- 
day. The music wil bein charge of Prof. 
Cutler and the chapel choir of the college. 

HIS LIFE’S WORK. 

Dr. Cummings’ life was uneventful in a 
worldly sense, but its influence on the edu- 
cational world, and especially that much of 
it centering about the greas Methodist 
Church, was most important. Allof it, one 
might say, or at least the best and strongest 
years of it were devoted to education, ana 
probably the best of these to the education 
of the youth of the Northwest. For nearly 
ten years he was the head of the Northwest- 
ern University, and a good deal of the pros- 
perity of that institution can be charged to 
the credit of his personal work. a 

He was a dowu- Easter, as his face and man- 
ner and methods all showed. He was born 
at Falmouth, Me., h 3, 1817, and re- 
ceived his education at the Wesieyan Uni- 
versity of Middietown, Conu., of which later 
he became President. When he graduated 
in 1840 ne went to New York to a seminary, 
where be remained as teacher and principal 
until 1846, when he entewed the pulpit and 


preached those plain, downright sermons 


characteristic of him till the offer of a pro- 
fessorship in the Concord Biblical Iastitute 
im 1858 ended his itinerary for a time. 

Following this he was made Fresident of 
bis alma mater in 1857, taking the place of 
Prof. Wilbur Fiske, his comrade, whose name 
is always associated with his in 1 — of 
the work of the New England Methodist 
Episcopal Church during those years. Dr. 
Cummings’ connection with Wesleyan was 
as strikingly successful as his after-Presi- 
dency of Northwestern proved to be, and 
both were marked by substantial improve- 
meats in the material as well as the intel- 
lectual parts of the university. He secured 
tne admission of. gi to the advantages of 
tne college. During his administrauon a 
gymnasium, a library, a chapel dedicated to 
his boys who feli in the war, and a hall of 
natural sciences were built, as well as other 
improvements costing hundreds of thousands 
of dollars and greatly adding to the beauty 
of the university. 

After eighteen years of work at Wesieyan 
he resigned the Presiency, taught for 
awhile, and then returned to the church, oc- 
cupying various prominent pulpus in tne 
New Engiand Conference until 1881. when 
he was called to Evanston. He was a D. D, 


of 1 and Harvard and a LL. D. of 


the Northwestern. In his ministry he had 


charge of many prominent churches, and was 
regarded as a lender of the Methodist Epis- 


copal faith in New England.

bs you steal the works of an author!” “ Can the

. piracy f? Is it not about time to haul down 
the black flag!“ And to such an extent has 
- this been carried, Mr. Speaker, by the frienas 
aud advocates of this bill that the opponent 
das deen made almost to feel by their argu- 
ments and innuendoes that his position is but 
litue better than that: of the chicken-thief 

caught in his neighbor’s hen-coop. 
ith the induigence of the House I will call 
the members’ attention to the constitutional 
autbority upon which all of, these claims are 
based. It is found in 8, Art. 1, of the 
Constituuon, and is as follows: 
The Congress shall have power . to pro- 
mote progress of science and useful arts by se- 
3 for limited times to authors and inventors 
the exclusive right to their respective writings 

and discoveries. 

You will observe by this two propositions 
which I wish to empbasize: First, that the 
object of this exclusive right to the author is 
not so much for his especial benefit as it is 
for the people of this country by the promo- 
tion of the progress of science tne use- 
ful arts. The object of securing this exciu- 
sive right to the author was to spread intel. 
ligence among the peopie. The author by 
this clause in the Constitution was to gain no 
22 monopoly for his exclusive benefit or that of 
dais publisher. The interests of the Ameri- 

„dan people were re ed as too sacred by 
* the framers of the Constitution to place sucn 
af. a power in the hands of any man or set of 
men. Secondly, whatever rights were guar- 

aoe 4 anteed to the author by Congress shouid be 

for a “limited time.” 
In framing this clause relating to the rights 
authors the iattiers of the Constituton 
- had no more thought of protecting foreign 
~ guthors than they did of foreign manufactur- 
ers and laborers when they granted Con- 
s the power to wp and collect duties, 
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| prints. 

This list might be extended almost in- 
definitely, It has, moreover, been confined 
to books of general culture, and of more or 
less permanent value. Tne immense mass 
of novels which form so largea portion of 
the intellectual amusement of all classes 
bas been purposely omitted. It is sufficient 
to state % these are furnished here at 
from 10 to 20 cents, while in England the 
Standard price of a new novel is a guinea 
and a half, equivalent to 87. 

when novels in England are 
found to have more than a temporary 
sale, and are furnished to the public at 
large in a cheap form, after the first demand

conditions. 

If this Constitutional provision is to be ex- 
tended to a class not contemplated by the 
framers of the instrument the argument 
which secures that must be one which dem- 
onstrates increased benefits to the great mass 
of American readers rather than protection 
to a man Who owes no allegiance to this 
country, and whose writings may ridicule our 
people or defame our institutions. 

INJUSTICE TO AUTHOks. 

Letus, Mr. Speaker, strip this question of 

je sentiment which seems to surround and

thor as dispassionateiy and with the same 
keen analysis that we do the pretensions uf 
any other class of men. Fhe argument that 
‘the foreign author is robbed of: something 
that is his just due when his works are re- 
publishea here without paying him a hand- 
dome sum for. the privilege, and that the 
American author is subjected to the same 
species of piracy abroad is based upon the 
idea that the author is indebted to the State 
or the people of his country and the world 
for nothing and that his works are the crea- 
tion of his brain unaided by bis surroundings 
and-unbenefited by his associauons. tue 
most casual observer knows that this is not 
trua. 


The State and the people have done nearly 
er quite as much for the author as he has for 
them. Take the United States as an ex- 
ampie. The founding of our common-school 
system, the estabiushing of academies, the 
creation of our great universities, the collec- 
tion of large libraries, and the general dif- 
fusion of intelligence among our people have 
created a condition of affairs for our authors 
that has placed them on a vantage ground as 

compared with many other cajlings and voca- 
tions. Their surroundings and associations 
first inspire and then develop their literary 
ability, and if they possess any originality or 
real merit they have a reading constituency 
in this country who are not siow to recognize 
their claims. * 

The American author is (as all foreign 
üäuthors are in their respective countries) 
protected in the works of his brain under 
the Copyright law for a period of forty-two 
years. During this time any work that he 
may create is controlled absolutely by him. 
He selects his publisher and fixes his price, 
and has a constituency of more than 60,000, - 
000 of countrymen who rejoice in his success, 
if ne deserves it, and pay him liberaliy and 
willingly, too, the price he puts upon his 
work. To any worthy the name of author 1 
‘contend that this special privilege secured 
under the Copyright law gives him a full 
compensation for that which is acquired by 
the public through his new literary creation.

LEGALIZED EXTORTION. 

Isay here in a sentence that there has 
never before emanated from any committee 
of this House a bill as thoroughly monopo- 
listac, as thoroughly in the interest of those 
who controlled the subject-matter of the leg- 
isiation, as this bill.

Members of the Republican Caucus Commit- 
tees of the Senate ana House continue to 
have daily conferences for the purpose of 
agreeing as nearly as practicable upon the 
‘method to be proposed for the regulation of 
National elections. Apparently tne drift of 
sentiment isin favor of.the adoption of the 
Rowell bill or the Hoar bill in preference to 
the more radical measure proposed by Mr. 
Lodge, But thus far the Caucus Committee 
has not definitely settled upon any one of 
the plans suggested. 

Mr. Rowell has completed his bill and will 
introduce it in the House tomorrow. He said 
tonight: “The bill introduced by Senator 
Hoar and the bill prepared by me are in 
many respects alike. Both seek to extend 
and improve the Supervisor law passed in 
1871. The imperfections of the law have 
been discovered by practical experience in 
its workings, and our purpose is to make the 
corrections that are found to be necessary. 
The method of appointine Supervisors is 
changed and their number increased. In the 
present law only two Supervisors are pro- 
vided for in each precinct, and in case of fail- 
ure of any appointee to act great delay in fili- 
ing hie piace is inevitable. 1 propose, as 
does Senator Hoar, to have appointed double 
the number of Supervisors required for 
actual service, so that any vacancy by failure 
to actmay be immediately filled by assign- 
ment, 

„To supervise registration two Supervis- 
ors, as now, are provided for, but to super- 
vise elections three are provided, and the 
powers now possessed by Supervisors in 
cities of 20,000 inhabitapts and upwards are 
conferred on all Supervisors. In supervising 
elections they are required to keep a poll-list 
of those who vote and of those wno are not 
permitted to vote, to receive and preserve all 
tendered tickets not accepted by the local in- 
spectors, or inspect the entire count and pre- 
pare exact returns of the state of the vote 
the same as if they conducted the election 
as inspectors. 

„There is a provision against throwing 
out baliots which by mistake have been 


placed in the wrong box; a provision for 


olding and reporting the election in any 
precinct where the local authorities fail to 
open the polis; and a provision against de- 
ceiving the voter as to the proper box for 
tickets. There is also a provision requiring 
the ballot-box to remain in the sight of the 
Supervisors from the opening of the polls 
until a canvass of the votes is completed 
and returns are made. 

* Penaities are provided for violations of 
the law, for faisifying returns, or changing 
them after they are made, or for destroying 
or suppressing evidence. Heavy penalties 
are provided against bribery or attempted 
bribery. All the effective sections of the 
present law are reénacted. It is believed 
tam the enactment of a law substantially as 
I prapese will put an end, in a great measure, 
to the frauds now so common and secure to 
all men entitled thereto the privilege of cast- 
ing their ballots and having them counted.“

I cordially approve this bill, and believe 
that the time has come when those who fought 
for the flag of our country during the late Rebelil- 
ion and were lucky enough to escape unwound- 
ed or were hardy enongh to keep out of the hos- 
pital should be remembered by a grateful coun- 
try. They certainly did as much aa any to pre- 
serve the Union. 

Congress will also pass a silver bill, which the 
rapid winding up of the N nal banks has ren 
dered absolutely u and I believe this 
bill when finally disposed of will meet the appro- 
bation of the entire country. A bill revising the 
tariff will be approved by both Houses of Con- 
gress before their adjournment, and the object 
of this bill will de to give our own work to our 
own people instead of sending it abroad to alien 
workshops. The Republican tariff doctrine, if 
it has any meaning, is positive in the asser- 
tion that all tariff legislation should seek to 

ve employment to every American citizen 

n need of work, and itis likewise emphatically 
opposed to having American work done across 
the water. Itis the purpose of the Republican 
party to legislate for the benefit of the laboring 
man and the farmer, and history teaches that 
when these are well paid prosperity reigns. 
The strikes which are constantiy occurring in 
this country demonstrate that all the labor is 
not properly and profitably employed; hence 
we should legislate to the end that all our peo- 
ple may receive work. If it is the purposé of 
the labor organizations of this country, in view 
of the surplus of laborers, to demand that the 
hours of lubor shall be reduced to eight per day 
so that all may have something to do, then indeed 
their demand is meritorious and should be ac- 
quiesced in by every lover of his kind, 

These are some of the things favored by the 
Republican party. They should entitle it to the 
support and confidence of the people. That 
party advocates principles and not men, and for 
the election which is to occur during tne coming 
autumn only such candidates should be nom- 
inated for the Legislature.as have demonstrated 
their Republicanism by indorsing principles such 
as these. Among the important duties of the
